A member of 
the Play Troupe since 1932, her varied career has in- 
cluded the singing lead in Connecticut Yankee, dra- 
matic roles in I Remember Mama and Phoenix Too 
Frequent and directing The Potting Shed and Kind 
Lady ...Stan Peters joined the ranks by way of the 
annual Children’s Show production of Sleeping Beauty. 
Last November he appeared in Master Roberts ... Since 
making her Troupe debut in The Crucible, Glenna 
Negrin has worked on almost every production. In 
addition to acting in The Great Sebastians, Romanoff 
and Juliet, The Royal Gambit and Tiger At The Gates, 
she produced The Little Foxes and worked on the busi- 
ness staff of Mister Roberts...
